Chairman Lisa Lyman told chamber members: “It may sur¬ 
prise you that at last month’s town council meeting it was 
mentioned that the council has over £130,000 sitting in a 
bank account. I’ll repeat that - over £130,000. 

If you live here, this is 
your money.

TIC pulls out of Heritage Centre 


AXMINSTER Heritage suffered a 
major blow when its prospective her¬ 
itage centre anchor tenant pulled out. 

The newly-formed Axminster 
Tourist Information (TIC) committee 
has decided to stay put in the Old 
Courthouse complex, so won’t move 
into the emerging heritage centre in 
Thomas Whitty House after all. 

The unanimous decision was made 
at a meeting this month. TIC com¬ 
mittee treasurer Shane Morgan said: 
“Although we wish Axminster Her¬ 
itage the very best, we can’t remain 
in limbo for another three or five 
years.

“But we will do anything we can to 
support and promote the heritage 
centre.” 

It was about six years ago that 
Axminster Chamber of Commerce 
decided that the TIC would move in 
when the heritage centre was com¬ 
pleted. 

But the chamber severed its ties 
with the TIC earlier this year, and a 
new TIC committee was set up. 


Mr Morgan, a member of both the 
chamber and new TIC committee, 
said: “At the time, staring down the 
barrel of recession and just being a 
chamber-led facility, moving to the 
heritage centre seemed the sensible 
option. 

“But with recent developments, the 
TIC had to fight for its survival and a 
new committed and resourceful com¬ 
mittee, with many friends, has been 
formed.” 

The new committee felt it would be 
difficult to plan ahead without having 
a set moving in date at the heritage

EAST DEVON 

Plans to restrict 
free speech agreed 

DISTRICT councillors have voted through measures 
to change the way members of the public have their 
say on major planning applications, despite efforts 
by local members to reverse the proposals. 

The changes, approved by councillors at a meeting 
at Knowle in Sidmouth last week, will restrict the 
number of people allowed to speak on large applica¬ 
tions to five, and they must now register in advance 
of meetings to air their views. 

Those backing the plans - which will be introduced 
on a year-long trial period - argue the changes will 
help to speed up the planning process. 

But a group of councillors led by Claire Wright - 
also a county councillor for Sidmouth - spoke out 
against the proposals. 

She claimed the measures would stifle democracy 
at a time when numerous contentious planning ap¬ 
plications are being sub¬ 
mitted in East Devon. 

Speaking at the meet¬ 
ing, Cllr Wright said the 
proposals were “dracon¬ 
ian”. 

Cllr Helen Parr, the cur¬ 
rent chairman of the 
council’s development 
management commit¬ 
tee, said she was “as¬ 
tonished’ at calls to 
scrap the plans. 

She added: “Council¬ 
lors are elected to make 
judgements and take 
decisions for the benefit 
of everyone. We have a 
serious amount of train¬ 
ing in these matters. 

“I cannot see how the 
proposed arrangements 
will limit or prevent pub¬ 
lic participation.” 

Leader of the council 
Paul Diviani added: “The 
volume of applications 
coming before us is 
causing the problem. We 
have got the scope to 
move things around as 
we see fit. But if some¬ 
thing was considered 
important, the chairman 
could bring it forward as 
a single-item meeting.”

HONITON 

More people back 
in employment 

HONITON MP Neil Parish has welcomed new em¬ 
ployment figures that show more people in the town 
are finding their way back into work. 

According to the latest statistics released last 
week, there are 310 fewer people claiming Job¬ 
seeker’s Allowance in the Honiton and Tiverton con¬ 
stituency compared to this time last year. 

The figures also reveal a 38 per cent drop in the 
number claiming unemployment benefits, with a 
total of 371 local people back in work since 2010. 

Mr Parish, who recently hosted the East Devon 
Jobs and Apprenticeships Fair in Honiton in an effort 
to spur on jobseekers, said the latest figures repre¬ 
sented a significant boost to the local economy. 

He said: “It is excellent news that since 2010 there 
are 371 fewer people in Tiverton and Honiton relying 
on jobseeker’s allowance. 

“That means there are more people with the 
prospect of a better and brighter future ahead of 
them.” 

The recent jobs fair, held at Honiton Leisure Centre 
in conjunction with the community college last 
month, attracted 100 young people looking for work 
or training opportunities. 

IT and consultancy firm Cosmic and popular coun¬ 
try hotel Deer Park were among the Honiton-based 
businesses offering job opportunities.

New era for area’s 
top sports complex 


AXMINSTER’S Cloakham Lawn Sports 
Centre, arguably one of the best sporting com¬ 
plexes in East Devon, has re-launched itself 
and entered a new era. 

A formal re-launch took place on Friday, July 18th to 
mark changes that have taken place over the last few 
years. 

Sport centre president Andrew Moulding said: “A few 
years ago, the centre was delighted to welcome Millwey 
Rise Football Club to join the other clubs at Cloakham 
- namely Axminster Town Cricket Club, Axminster In¬ 
door Bowls Club and Axminster Outdoor Bowls Club. 

“A year or two later, Cloakham Lawn Social Club 
came into being, with the introduction of skittles at the 
centre. 

“It soon became apparent that there was a demand for 
two alleys and the idea of a double skittle alley was bom. 

“In the meantime, plans had emerged for Bovis Homes 
Ltd to acquire the land holding at Cloakham from 
Axminster Carpets Limited and therefore became the 
owners of the land, on which Cloakham Lawn Sports 
Centre has a 30 year lease. 

“The development of new homes on land at Cloakham 
and the demand for a double skittle alley gave the 
trustees at the centre the confidence to upgrade their fa¬ 
cilities. 

“This included a double alley, improved bar arrange¬ 
ments and extended function room area for running 
events, and included an enhanced kitchen to increase 
catering opportunities.

During the process, Julie North was appointed bar 
manager, and Mr Moulding added: “Once the refur¬ 
bished kitchen was completed, the trustees looked to set 
up a franchise for the kitchen and catering and have been 
delighted to offer the opportunity to The Cottage Cooks 
(trading as The Kitchen@Cloakham). 

Ian Hah, chairman at Cloakham, speakong about the 
comprehensive refurbishment, paid tribute to ah the vol¬ 
unteers that contrbute to the success of the complex. 

He said: “The volunteers who help with the grounds 
and cleaning of the social area are a breath of fresh air. 
They always go that extra mile and are very passionate 
about the way forward.

centre, and Mr Morgan added: “We felt we had to put the 
TIC first.” 

At a TIC meeting earlier this year, Dr John Church of 
Axminster Heritage explained that the heritage centre 
business plan “revolves around the TIC moving in”, al¬ 
beit as an independent group. 

Pulman’s View was unable to contact Dr Church for 
comment, but Axminster Heritage trustee Andrew 
Moulding said: “It leaves us looking at the situation and 
how we provide the facilities and viability of the scheme. 
“We have not been through that exercise yet. 

“We would have enjoyed the partnership, not least be¬ 
cause of the footfall it would have brought.” 

When asked if the TIC pulling out is a lethal blow to 
the heritage centre project, he said: “I wouldn’t have 
thought so.” 

Axminster Heritage is preparing an application for grant 
aid to the Heritage Lottery Fund.

Councillor Walden also explained that the concrete pil¬ 
lars in front of the guildhall will be replaced by raised 
flower beds. 

He added: “We are committed to improving the way the 
town looks. 

“One should also remember that, due to public demand, 
we kept the Old Courthouse complex .We advised the 
public that if they wanted this old listed building, it 
would cost money to do so. 

“Over the past four years we have spent more than 
£140,000 on just maintaining the fabric of the building.” 

Looking to the future, he said: “We are most willing to 
meet the chamber.” 

A Chamber member was also critical of Pulman’s View 
from Axminster , claiming we were “obsessed with 
Seaton” and questioned the content and amount of cov¬ 
erage we give to Axminster.

COLLECTIONS are being made for The Soldiers'

This is the Army's national charity, formally 
named The Army Benevolent Fund, and formed in 
1944 after the Second World War to provide finan¬ 
cial and practical support to both serving and for¬ 
mer soldiers and their families. 

In 2011/12 the charity made grants of £8.6million 


nationally including to 4,815 individuals, families 
and associated regimental and other supporting 
organisations. This was a 22 per cent increase 
from the previous year and demonstrated the ris¬ 
ing need as more soldiers have been affected by 
combat in recent years. In the South West alone, 
grants exceeded over £355,824. 

In 2012/13 the charity made grants of £8.1million 
including £3.7million to individuals and £2.8mil- 
lion to regimental and other charities, and in 
2013/14 the charity made grants of £5million to 


individuals. In Devon alone, the charity raised 
£66,000 and made grants of £68,000. 

The Charity works closely with Help For Heroes, 
which was specifically set up to provide support 
for serving servicemen and women injured in the 
Iraq and Afghanistan conflicts through the provi¬ 
sion of essential and life-saving rehabilitation.

Work will start soon 
on Webster's garage 

THREE contractors have been shortlisted for 
the much-awaited demolition of the disused 
Webster’s garage in Axminster. 

The site will be turned into a car park for up to of five 
years until a long-term solution is found, and the aim is 
to have a car park operational before the end of the year 

Graham Barton, who represents the site owner, Ply- 
mouth-based Hallmark Estates, said: “A number of dem¬ 
olition contractors have been approached and three have 
been shortlisted. 

“We hope to settle upon the selected firm within, say, 
four to six weeks. Within that same time frame I will be 
submitting the outstanding landscaping documentation 
for East Devon District Council (EDDC) to approve, 
something that will itself almost certainly take a number 
of weeks to come through once all official channels have 
been cleared. 

“We’d then be ready to go at a time that nesting birds 
will have fledged and departed. 

“Their disturbance between March and August would 
be in contravention of the obligatory ‘Good Practice’ rec¬ 
ommendations of the ecological report which are in line 
with UK and EU wildlife legislation.” 

Work has been going for some time, although it may ap¬ 
pear to the naked eye that nothing has changed at the site. 

Mr Barton explained: “All services have now been dis¬ 
connected and, most importantly, isolated from the 
buildings. 

“There were gas and electricity apparatus to deal with 
and you may have spotted that Wales and West did in¬ 
deed dig the road/pavement up as part of the process. 

“We and EDDC Building Control have been through 
the ‘neighbour notification’ process which cleared all 
hurdles and we are in receipt of the Section 81 and 82 
Notices which essentially are formal confirmation of the 
working practices to be adopted during demolition/site 
clearance. 

“To sum up, we’ve been dealing with the multiple prac¬ 
tical and official post-consent, pre-demolition require¬ 
ments in parallel with the unfolding of the six month 
spring and summer period when we wouldn’t have 
started the works anyway because of the ecological re¬ 
port recommendations.” 


Volcanic climb 
tests Lyndon 
to the limit 

AXMINSTER man Lyndon Chatting-Walters described 
climbing volcanic mountain peaks in South America as 
“one of the toughest physical challenges” he has under¬ 
taken. 

The 23-year-old former soldier knows a thing or two 
about physical challenges, and helped organise Battle 
Back & Mountaineering APPG Cotopaxi Expedition 
2014 to raise £10,000 for the Royal British Legion’s Bat¬ 
tle Back Centre in Lilleshall, Shropshire, an adaptive 
sport and adventurous training facility for wounded, in¬ 
jured and sick armed forces personnel. 

Lyndon was badly injured by an improvised explosive 
devise in July in 2008 in Afghanistan when blown 60ft 
into a Taliban ambush position from his position as top 
gun cover in a vehicle. He returned to the front line in 
2010, but was medically discharged from the Army in 
2013 because of his original injuries. 

Battle Back & Mountaineering APPG Cotopaxi Expe¬ 
dition 2014 saw Lyndon, servicemen and a group of MPs 
scale volcanic mountain peaks in Equador from May 
25th-June 10th. 

Lyndon said: “Climbing Cotopaxi was one of the tough-

est physical challenges I’ve been involved in and it really 
pushed the whole team to its limits. 

“At times it was hard, but we were determined to get to 
the summit in our bid to raise money for such a worthy 
cause.

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Taxpayers having to pay 
more for fewer services 


■ CONGRATULATIONS to Pulman's View and re¬ 
porter Jack Dixon for your front page on the impact of 
cuts in public services (July 22nd). 

We are used to reading reports of a particular service 
being cut; Jack shows the larger picture when cuts are 
heaped upon cuts. Though there is much more to come 
this is only part of the hardship. 

We are told there is a “recovery” taking place but it 
is a fact that this is largely confined to the better off; 
the wealthiest have had their taxes reduced, some man¬ 
age to evade taxes. 

Other facts - since 2010 many more people are hav¬ 
ing to work part time, incomes have fallen by a mas¬ 
sive £1,600 and poverty is growing rapidly among 
wage earners. Facts also show that, although we can¬ 
not afford decent services, we can afford £40billion on 
wars, £80billion on nuclear weapons, £6billion on an 
aircraft carrier, which is already a white elephant and, 
oh, not forgetting £50billion to bankers who don't 
know how to bank. 

Little wonder that council taxpayers are getting 
poorer and paying more for fewer services - in what 
way is this a recovery? What we know is that, once 
lost, public services will be almost impossible to re¬ 


cover. Policy makers who impose cuts - consultation 
is largely a sham - also use a misleading language such 
as “community led” services. This means those who 
pay for the service must also provide unpaid labour 
and support. 

They refer to “tough choices”. Tough for whom? At 
Westminster MPs who vote the cuts through receive 
gold plated pensions, pay offs, subsidised food and 
drink and second homes. County councillors who di¬ 
vest themselves of providing services such as libraries, 
day centres, residential care, youth centres, etc. con¬ 
tinue to receive generous allowances from council tax¬ 
payers. 

Something is very wrong when all three parties agree 
public spending cuts and also agree, without any con- 
sulation, methods to spy on the public. Something is 
wrong when the government wants trade union votes 
to be at least 50 per cent to be valid, yet no MP gets 
anywhere near 50 per cent of registered voters; most 
would be lucky to get half that. 

Even so, the tables will be turned and the public will 
have their chance to exercise tough choices at the com¬ 
ing General Election.

THE village of Beer will 
mark the centenary of the 
outbreak of the First 
World War this weekend 
with a programme of 
events designed to pay 
tribute to all those who 
served in the war. 

Sunday 3rd August will 
see the re-enactment of 
an historic moment in the 
village’s history, when 
Beer men in the Royal 
Naval Reserve marched 
away exactly a hundred 


years before, to be fol¬ 
lowed by men in the local 
Territorial unit of the De¬ 
vonshire Regiment. 
Everyone is invited to 
come to Beer watch, to 
wave, or to take part to 
show their gratitude to 
the men of 1914. 

Why not join the march, 
and if you have medals of 
any period (your own, or 
those of a family mem¬ 
ber, which can be worn 
on the right), wear them

with pride. Some people 
will be coming in period 
dress, but this is entirely 
optional, the important 
point is for people to turn 
out to show they care 
about this moment in our 
history, and about the 
people who were caught 
up in its events. The pa¬ 
rade, which will start at 
5pm, will be led by the 
Ottery St. Mary Silver 
Band, who will give an 
open air concert after the 
march. 

Sunday will also see the 
announcement of the re¬ 
sult of an art competition, 
sponsored by Marine 
House at Beer, which in¬ 
vited artists to depict their 
impressions of the vil¬ 
lage’s response to the out¬ 
break of war in 1914. 

An exhibition in the 
Congregational Hall from 


Friday 1st to Monday 4th 
August will include the 
photos from 1914 which 
inspired the idea of the 
march and the art compe¬ 
tition, and will feature bi¬ 
ographies of many of 
those who served in the 
armed forces in the First 
World War. On Saturday 
2nd from 2pm, lectures 
on the archaeology of the 
Western Front, and the 
Zeebrugge Raid (in 
which a man from Beer 
was decorated for gal¬ 
lantry) will be held in the 
Mariners Hall, with a 
screening of the film 
‘War Horse’ (certificate 
12) in the evening at 
7.30pm, sponsored by 
Beer Quarry Caves. 

Finally, in response to 
the Royal British Legion 
‘Lights Out’ initiative, 
and to mark the centenary 


of the exact moment 
Britain entered the First 
World War, a brief gather¬ 
ing will take place at the 
war memorial outside St. 
Michael’s Church, Beer, 
starting at 10.30pm on 
Monday (4th August). 
Bring a candle to light 
and, if you wish, a First 
World War poem to read, 
or just come to wait qui¬ 
etly for the church clock 
to strike 11pm, the exact 
moment of the centenary, 
at which point the candles 
will all be extinguished.

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CHURCHES | 60 SECONDS 


T HE major news from Anglican churches now well 
known, regarding women bishops, leads on to other 
topics arising from the Synod, which are “in”, and in¬ 
clude a simpler baptismal service in lieu of the traditional 
liturgy. Another move is agreement to study the wearing of 
robes at daily offices. 

Outside Synod, Archbishop Justin Welby made two per¬ 
sonal revelations in an interview with Andrew Marr - 
namely that he was rather worried that he was enjoying him¬ 
self, which showed the Archbishop in a confident mood, and 
at home in his job! Other senior priests enjoyed other things 
and it is reported that Pope Francis - an Argentine Pope - re¬ 
cently showed his enjoyment of the World Cup Final. 

It was also reported that more pastoral care is planned for 
members of the Armed Forces, and in the future a debate 
will take place about reducing the minimum number of PCC 
meetings required to two a year. The next General Synod is 
in November and we note that our elected member in East 
Devon is Anne Forman. 

Diary dates now, starting with Music at the Minster 
Church, Axminster, on Thursday, Juluy 31st at 12.30pm 
which is a cello and piano recital led by the rector and oth¬ 
ers, with free admission and light lunches. For details call 
01297 59213. 

Next is news of the Branscombe Festival returning for a 
second year on July 25th to 27th. This will start with Inter¬ 
national Opera to be followed by a chart-topping vocal en¬ 
semble, a dance band, Bach’s glorious cello suites and a 
pop-up shop from the Fondon Music store. Also there is a 
free concert on Branscombe Beach by the Band of the Royal 
Marines. For more information visit www.branscombefes- 
tival.co.uk 

An annual event in East Devon comes around again on 
Saturday, August 2nd in Colyton, namely to support Coly- 
ton Fink, comprising a variety of events to assist community 
members such as a hospital car service. The event will in¬ 
clude a tombola, bric-a-brac, a raffle, all to provide help 
throughout another year, for the local people. 

Currently, there are a number of varied events in Devon 
to recall the kindness and sacrifice of friendly military forces 
during wars of recent memory. These particularly include 
memories of those - now rather few - in the First World 
War, from August 4th 1914, as well as American and Allied 
forces who came to the Seaton area and later joined with 
other friendly forces in the D-Day (May 6th 1944) land, sea 
and air actions. Many such left monuments of their stay here 
to remind us particularly of their help and often the ultimate 
sacrifices. 

Monday, August 4th this year will be a particularly rele¬ 
vant landmark, being 100 years ago of the first such anniver¬ 
sary.

HUGE crowds will flock to the tiny village of Yarcombe, 
near Honiton, this weekend to see dogs race head-to- 
head in a unique event heralded one of Devon’s best-kept 
secrets. 

Yarcombe Terrier Racing was the brainchild of local farmer 
John Salter, who dreamed up the idea over a pint in the vil¬ 
lage pub four decades ago, as a means to support the 
parish church. 

The event, which celebrates its 40th anniversary this 
year, has gone from strength to strength over the years. 
But even into his eighties, Mr Salter continues to play a 
key role in the village’s summer showpiece. 

Finishing touches are being made to prepara¬ 
tions for this year’s event, and Mr Salter is ^ 
looking forward to enjoying a family affair 
with his wife of 54 years, Barbara, and £ 
four generations of the Salter family ex¬ 
pected to attend. 


• THIS is the 40th anniversary of the 
Terrier Racing in Yarcombe. What is the 0 c'juf'C 
secret to the event’s success? 

Getting a good team of helpers around you 
is the main thing. But obviously you need to put 
on an entertaining event each year and, with a lot 
of hard work, we are able to do that. People come from all 
over to see the dogs racing. 

• FOR those unfamiliar with the event, can you describe 
what will be happening on Saturday? 

We have got a course in the field of about 90 yards in 
length. Our friends from the farming community come 
each year to let their Jack Russells, whippets, lurchers and 
sheepdogs go head-to-head and we have about eight 
dogs competing in each race, across different categories. 
Hundreds of tourists and holidaymakers also make special 
journeys or diversions from their trips to be able to enter 
their family pets against the farm dogs, so we see huge 
crowds every year. There are also craft stalls and refresh¬ 
ments that village residents set up under the marquee. 
This year, the Otter Brewery will be serving up pints of 
their special edition ‘Hot Terrier’ ale to mark the 40th an¬ 
niversary. 

• IS it a struggle to keep the dogs under control? 

Sometimes the dogs break off from their chasing to scrap 
or play with each other mid-course. Other times, they 
have been known to catch up with the fox's tail and make 
off with it over nearby fields, to be retrieved by their own¬ 
ers several hours later. On one occasion, three dogs were 
recovered eight miles away on the outskirts of Chard after 
they all took off during a race! 

• HOW did the idea first come about? 

I helped to start the terrier-racing back in 1974 with two 



friends who I used to share a pint with in the local 
pub. One of our parishioners at the time had just vis¬ 
ited Yorkshire and saw the terrier racing up there. We had 
been trying to think of ways to raise funds to support the 
upkeep and expenses of the parish church - St John the 
Baptist’s - and it seemed like a really good idea. 

< HOW has the event changed over the years? 

Around 250 people came in the first year. We made the 
traps from scratch and they quickly started to fall to pieces 
so we crafted some sturdier ones, and the whole thing just 
grew from there. It has got bigger and bigger each year and 
we are now expecting 1,000 people to turn out to see the 
races, maybe more. Over the years we have managed to 
raise tens of thousands of pounds to support our church. 

• IN what way does the local community get involved? 

It has now become something of a village tradition and is a 
big highlight for the whole community. Local people help 
out in various ways - manning the stalls, stewarding the 
races and people come from far and wide to take part. We 
would expect to see 60 or 70 dogs competing this year, in¬ 
cluding my own! 

• HOW many more years will you carry on in the role? 

I don’t do quite as much as I used to in terms of organising 
the event. I'm now 83 and that becomes a bit more difficult 
as you get older but I have a great team of friends, family 
and volunteers who help to set it all up every year. I will 
keep going for another few years but there are one or two 
others who are coming up and will be happy to take it over 
in the future.

THE HISTORY OF THE SHOW 


THE first Honiton Show was held in 1890, the 54th 
year of Queen Victoria's reign, in fields on Bramble 
Hill, Honiton. 

The Association was then named The Honiton 
Union District Store Cattle and Poultry Association. 
Its first president was Viscount Sidmouth. That year 
the show was held on 2nd October, with admission 
costing one shilling and a grand after show dinner at 
the Dolphin Hotel. 

Thirty years and a world war later, in 1920 the show 
moved to Dowell Street and the association was 
re-named Honiton Union District Agricultural 
Association. After the second world war in 1946 
the classes included Labourers Long Service Awards 
and judging of 
the Hunting 
Hounds. Poul¬ 
try classes disap¬ 
peared and dairy cattle 
were very low on entries; 

This was due to the 
rationing taking effect 
during the war. The year 
1948 saw the introduc¬ 
tion of The West Of 
England Hound Show. 

This was the beginning of what 


is now one of the largest and most prestigious Hound 
Shows in the country. 

The association, now knaown as Honiton & District 


Agricultural Association, celebrated its centenary in 
1990 as a limited company and held a special show 
to commemorate with some 290 trade stands and 
compared with closer to 400 in 2003. The association 
has come a long way since 1890 and is ready for the 
next one hundred years!

90g citric or tartaric

2 kg caster sugar 


Method 

1. Put the elderflower heads in a large preserving pan 
or clean bucket and squeeze the juice from the 
lemons and the orange over them, then add the citric 
or tartaric acid. Cut the squeezed fruit into large 
chunks and add these to the preserving pan or bucket. 

2. Put the caster sugar in a separate pan with 1.5 litres 
water and bring to the boil. Reduce the heat and sim¬ 
mer, stirring constantly, until all the sugar has dis¬ 
solved. Pour the syrup over the flowers, cover and 
leave for 24 hours. 

3. Strain the liquid through clean muslin, pour into 
sterilised bottles

First job - apply for your mortgage 


ON 26th April, tough new rules for mortgages 
came into force as a result of the Mortgage Market 
Review (MMR), which was designed to keep a 
tighter rein on borrowing in order to prevent the ir¬ 
responsible lending that lead to the property crash 
in 2008. 

12 weeks on, Steve Alford, finance director of the 
Property Sharing Experts network, shares his 
views... 

Pretty much instantly, there was a slowing up of 
the application process and now, we would advise 
buyers to apply for their mortgage before even 
starting to look for their new home. 

The banks and building societies are clearly 
under pressure and this has led to them delivering 
a slower service than normal. As a result, some 
have increased interest rates on some products to 
suppress demand while they clear the backlog. 

We have had buyers who can’t even get ap¬ 
pointments with their banks or building societies 
for 4-6 weeks, and some of our buyers have been 
offered less money than was previously the case. 
In order to get the process started sooner with a 
greater possibility of getting the amount of bor¬ 
rowing required, we would recommend using a 
broker, who works out of normal office hours so 
has more appointments available and can look at 
mortgage products from a range of lenders. 

Lenders now require more detailed information 
from mortgage applicants and scrutinise applica¬ 
tions more carefully. There have been reports of 
almost ‘third degree’ questioning with some tak¬ 
ing into account expenses such as gym member¬ 
ships and takeaways in their initial affordability 
calculator, which works out the amount they are 
willing to lend.

Once the borrower has passed the affordability 
test, they need to submit documents from a long 
list to support their application, including the latest 
three months bank statements and payslips and 
details of monthly outgoings and other financial 
commitments as well as proof of ID and residency 
- so it is well worth making sure all of those are 
readily available. 

All in all, the biggest impact of the MMR is the 
time it takes for lenders to scrutinise, process and 
approve applications, which has led to an increase 
in average property transaction times - from 
around eight weeks to a figure closer to 18 weeks. 

So, our message to buyers is, see your bank, 
building society or mortgage broker before even 
starting to search for a new home. By doing so, 
you will know exactly what your budget is. Also, 
having an ‘agreement in principle' (AIP) in place 
puts you in a better position as far as sellers are 
concerned. And when you have agreed a price for 
your new home, the process should take less time 
than is now the ‘norm’ because it's already been 
started - especially if everyone in the chain does 
the same thing.

Drivers Urged: Don't Treat Country Roads 
Like Racetracks This Summer, as One in 
Three Admit Driving Too Fast 


DRIVERS are being urged to slow down on country roads 
this summer to enable families, walkers, cyclists and horse 
riders to enjoy great British countryside, as a survey reveals 
that a huge proportion treat them like racetracks. Results out 
today from road safety charity Brake and Digby Brown so¬ 
licitors reveal one in three drivers (33%) admit driving too 
fast for safety on country roads, by speeding, taking bends 
fast or overtaking. Four in 10 (37%) have had a near-miss on 
country roads, while driving, walking or cycling. 

Since there is less traffic on country roads, some drivers 
feel a false sense of security and are prone to take risks like 
speeding, overtaking, and not slowing down for brows and 
bends. In fact, per mile travelled, country roads are the most 
dangerous for all types of road user, with car occupants al¬ 
most twice as likely to be killed on a country road than an 
urban road, motorcyclists more than twice as likely, and cy¬ 
clists more than three times as likely. In 2013, 895 people 
were killed on non-built up roads, up 1% on 2012, and 6,554 
seriously injured. 

Brake and Digby Brown's survey of 1,000 UK drivers also 
found: 

• One in five (19%) admit breaking speed limits on country 
roads in the past year 

• Three in 20 (15%) admit taking corners or brows too fast 

• One in 20 (5%) admit overtaking when it isn't safe 

• Three in 10 (28%) have been a passenger with a driver who 
broke the limit, one in five (19%) with a driver who took 
corners or brows too fast, and one in 12 (8%) with a driver 
who overtook when it wasn't safe. 

• Four in five (80%) think traffic is too fast for safety on some 
or most rural roads. Full results below. 

Fast traffic on country roads not only puts lives at risk, it 
can also harm people's quality of life by preventing them 
from enjoying the countryside on foot or bike for fear of 


being hurt. Three quarters of those surveyed (76%) think 
country roads need to be safer for cyclists, walkers and horse- 
riders, and two in five say they would start cycling or cycle 
more (37%), or start walking or walk more (43%), if these 
roads were safer. 

To cut crashes and empower people to enjoy the country¬ 
side, Brake is calling on government to lower limits on rural 
roads to a maximum of 50mph, and require authorities to im¬ 
plement lower limits where there are particular risks. The 
survey found widespread support for lower limits, with seven 
in 10 (72%) in favour of more 50, 40 and 30mph limits on 
country roads, and two thirds (65%) in favour of a 40mph 
default in national parks. 

Brake is urging all drivers to stay well under current limits 
- bearing in mind 60mph is generally far too fast for safety 
on these roads - and slow right down for villages, bends, 
brows and bad weather, and avoid overtaking. Drivers should 
always assume that someone, or something, could be around 
any corner. 

Facts 

Per mile travelled, country roads are the most dangerous 
for all types of road user, with car occupants almost twice as 
likely to be killed on a country road than an urban road, mo¬ 
torcyclists more than twice as likely, and cyclists more than 
three times as likely. Country roads are also the most dan¬ 
gerous type of road in relation to traffic volume, accounting 
for 60% of all road deaths: in 2013, 895 people were killed 
on non-built up roads, compared with 718 on built-up roads 
and 100 on motorways. 

Excessive speed and risky overtaking are major factors, 
combined with a false sense of security. A study of rural sin¬ 
gle-carriageway roads estimated that a 10% increase in mean 
average speed results in a 30% increase in fatal and serious 
crashes.
